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Admiral Upham Well 
Satisfied With Tour 


EXTREME gratification was express- 
ed by Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, on 
the condition of the various naval ac- 
tivities he inspected during the past 
month. 
On his return this week from an in- 


spection tour in the Middle West and ! 


on the West Coast, Admiral Upham 
spoke highly of naval activities visited. 
He mentioned especially the naval re- 
serve units, terming them “a very real 
credit to the Navy.” Praise was also 
given to the results obtained at the 
recruiting stations he visited, and of 
the caliber of work performed at the 
branch hydrographic offices on his 
itinerary. 
Impressed By Reserves 

“I was much impressed,” Admiral 
Upham stated, “with the spirit and 
work of the Naval Reserve units I was 
able to meet. I visited armories at 
St. Louis, San Diego, San Francisco, 
Oakland, Portland, Oreg.; St. Paul, Chi- 
cago, and Detroit. While in some cases 
the personnel were away on their Sum- 
mer training cruises, I saw enough to 
be very we!l satisfied that the Naval 
Reserve is a very real credit to the 
Navy. In every place I visited there 
Was a waiting list to join the reserve 
and that list is 25 to 50 per cent as nu- 
merous as the unit itself. 

“I visited Naval Reserve aviation 
fields at several of these points and 
found at each of them very satisfac- 
tory accommodations, as well as high 
morale and efficiency on the part of the 
units. At those fields where the Fed- 
eral Government has not been able to 
make suitable provisions, either the 
State or municipal authorities have af- 
forded the very best facilities that can 
be had. 

“The recruiting offices at these same 
points and certain others are a credit 
to the Navy,” the Admiral continued, 
“as is proved beyond question in the 
excellent type of men being recruited. 
For the past three or four years the 
Bureau of Navigation has been en- 
gaged in selective recruiting, the result 
of which has been this exceptionally 
high class of recruits. Even before 
the present economic | depression 
throughout the country, the Navy was 
able to select for enlistment one out of 
eight applicants, whereas now in these 
hard times, we are able to be even more 
exacting and in some parts of the 
country enlist no more than one out of 
20 applicants.” 

Hydrographic Activities 

Turning to the hydrographic offices, 
Admiral Upham said: “The branch 
hydrographic offices at the ports visited 
have long filled a very definite need, 
supplying information to mariners, a 
need that grows with our foreign trade. 
Our information includes up-to-date 
corrected charts, notices to mariners, 
and warnings of obstructions at sea, 
such as wrecks at sea, all brought up 
to the last minute. Our personnel at 
these offices preserve very happy per- 
sonal relations with the sea-going 
world. 

“I was able to visit the Naval ROTC 
units at the University of California, 
the University of Washinfigton, and 
Northwestern University at Evanston, 
Ill., at all of which institutions, our 
units are very popular, and we have 
more applicants than their quotas per- 
mit. The interest shown by students 
is highly gratifying.” 

The trip Admiral Upham just con- 
cluded was an extensive one, and the 
first he has made since he took over 
the navigation chiefship a year agg 
He left Washington on July 30 and re- 
turned Aug. 29, visiting practically all 
of the naval stations and activities on 
the West Coast and in the Western 
States.

Navy Establishes Course 
In Personnel Management 


A COURSE in “Personnel Manage- 

ment” has been added to the syl- 
labus of postgraduate instruction main- 
tained by the Navy. Beginning this 
year, from 20 to 30 lieutenants or 
lieutenants, junior grade, will annually 
be assigned to the four Naval Train- 
ing Stations for study of the princi- 
ples of leadership and the handling of 
men. 

Twenty-eight officers, graduates of 
last year’s Postgraduate School or Na- 
val War College, have reported at the 
training stations at Newport, Hampton 
Roads, Great Lakes, and San Diego 
for the first course. For the ensuing 
year, these officers will pursue a 
course of instruction, which has been 
laid out for them, consisting of a read- 
ing course, and practical work involv- 
ing the handling of men. 

Reading Course Established 

Last Spring, a board was convened 
in the Bureau of Navigation to con- 
sider training problems and to work 
up a program of instruction of junior 
officers in personnel work. The board, 
consisting of the Commandants of the 
four training stations, and officers of 
the Bureau, evolved the plan which has 
been placed into effect. 

This plan calls for the assignment 
of a number of officers, who have just 
completed the General Line Course at 
the Postgradaute School, to the train- 
ing stations for the second year of 
their shore duty assignment. A train- 
ing directive was drawn up and is en- 
titled “A Reading Course in Personnel 
Management.” The directive and the 
books listed for reading in it have been 
delivered to the Commandants of the 
training stations. Some dozen volumes 
dealing with various phases of applied 
psychology have been bought by the 
Bureau, five or six of each text for each 
station. 

To supplement this reading course, 
the officers are afforded practical ex- 
perience in handling men by placing 
them in various command positions 
with the companies of recruits. Chief 
petty officers on duty with recruits have 
not been supplanted, being continued 
as drillmasters and as_ subordinate 
heads. All details of the practical work 
of the “Personnel Management Course” 
have beer left to the Training Station 
Commandants to work out in accord- 
ance with local conditions, the Bureau 
of Navigation merely laying down the 
general principles and drafting the 
reading course. 


Number Undecided 

This year 28 officers were assigned 
to the course, 21 of them graduates of 
the Postgraduate School and the re- 
maining seven from the junior course 
at the Naval War College. It is plan- 
ned to take all officers for the course 
next year from the P. G. School, but 
the number has been left indefinite. 

The reading course prescribed for the 
students is divided into two parts. The 
first part is labeled “The Study of 
Basic Principles of Personnel Manage- 
ment,” and is taken up under two 
heads. The first of these is Applied 
Psychology and is described in the 
syllabus as follows: “A brief survey 
of the field of scientific psychology, the 
methods by which the facts of the sci- 
ence are arrived at, and the relation

Troops May Teenie 
By Overland Marches 


PREPARATIONS are being made in 
the corps areas for the movement 
of troops in connection with reassign- 
ment of stations of various organiza- 
tions.

Secretary Adams Approves 
Marine Promotion Measure 


HE revamped Marine Corps per- 
sonnel bill, designed to set up se- 
lection as the system of promotion, 
without any increased expenditure, 
was approved ‘by the Secretary of the 
Navy, Sept. 3. 

Secretary Adams in endorsing the 
measure, stated that it would have to 
go to the President for approval. It 
is expected that President Hoover will 
pass on it very shortly and the text of 
the bill be made public. 

The action of the Secretary in for- 
warding the bill to the President lends 
authenticity to the rumors that it was 
he who had disapproved the original 
bill because of the cost involved. 
When the original draft of the bill, 
bearing the approval of the Major Gen- 
eral Commandant, and presented to the 
Secretary for action, was sent back 
with instructions to revise it as the 
ceost was too great, there were rumors 
that this order came from the White 
House. 

If the new bill, which will cost the 
Treasury no additional funds, has to 
have Presidential approval, it is re- 
garded by some as substantiating the 
previous gossip. Officers at the War 
Depariment, in view of the fact that 
the Department last Winter presented 
the MacArthur bill to Congressional 
leaders for study, are much interested 
in this angle. 

The Marine Corps is eagerly await- 
ing publication of the new bill, which 
has been delayed so long. It is de- 
sired that the measure be sent out to 
the service well ahead of its presenta- 
tion to Congress, so that officers may 
become familiar with all phases of it, 
and it be determined whether the ma- 
jority favor it or not.

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Reducing Personnel 
Not Sought by Leader 


WHILE it is true that he will strive 

vigorously to effect a reduction in 
military and naval appropriations at 
the next session of Congress, Repre- 
sentative Will ‘R. Wood, of Indiana, 
chairman of the House Appropriations 
Committee, told the Army and Navy 
Journal yesterday that.in considering 
such a reduction he has not given any 
thought to reducing officer or enlisted 
personnel and at the present time does 
not contemplate doing so. 

“Not a Pacifist” 

“I am not a pacifist,” Representative 
Wood said, “and I have no brief with 
the pacifists. I believe in fighting and 
fighting to the limit when the necessity 
arises. But under the present circum- 
stances we are not at war and are not 
threatened with war. As a matter of 
fact, what other nation in the world 
could afford to spend the money to fire 
aguan? All other nations of the world 
are curtailing military and naval ex- 
pendit»res and here we are with a mili- 
tary budget three times its pre-war 
Size. 

“What,” Mr. Wood was asked, “is 
your attitude toward appropriations for 
carrying on the construction of Naval 

essels already laid down and _ build- 
ing?” 

“Of course,” the Indianian replied, 
“we must finish what we have started. 
What I am opposed to is this talk of 
spending more than a billion dollars to 
build the Navy up to treaty strength. 
There is no need for that; we don’t need 
the ships. Who would we fight if we 
had them?” 

Representative Wood’s original an- 
nouncement that drastic curtailment in 
appropriations would be sought was 
made Sept. 2 to newspapermen at the 
White House after he had talked to the 
President. His statement at that time 
forcecasting slashes in naval and mili- 
tary expenditures (as well as Farm 
Board expenditures) drew large head- 
lines in the daily press. 

“While I mentioned the Army and 
Navy because of the growth of their 
expenditures,” Mr. Wood told the- 
Journal yesterday, “it is true that all 
government activities must be prepared 
to get along on less money. It was all 
right for the government to be spend- 
ing money lavishly when times were 
good and the people themselves were 
spending money the same way. But 
times are not good now and the citizens 
themselves are getting along on less 
personal expenditures and they expect 
the government to do the same. 

“Just this morning I see by the pa- 
pers the Navy League is advocating a 
big Naval building program—some- 
where around a billion dollars. These 
people should realize that we can not 
do that, and we don’t need the ships, 
anyway.” 

Would Abandon Posts 

“Where would you make your cuts 
in the Army?” Mr. Wood was asked, 

“There are many places in that bud- 
get where money can be saved,” he re- 
plied. “Why, there are a hundred or 
more forts and reservations serving no 
useful purpose to the Army or anyone 
else. They ought to be turned back 
to the States. The Army ought to get 
out of them and let the land go back 
to producing taxes for the States and 
counties.” 

“As a matter of fact, Mr. Wood,” he 
was asked, “isn’t it true that politics 
often prevent the Army from carrying 
out its intention of abandoning posts 
which it itself does not want?” 

“Oh, the people of the adjoining com- 
munities,” he said, “can be worked up 
so that they protest the abandonment 
of the posts, but as a maiter of fact 
they don’t get much from them unless 
they are heavily garrisoned, while if

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Press Sees Premier MacDonald’s Retention Linked With Disarmament 





THE resignation of the British Labor Cabinet and the formation of a coalition 


cabinet, headed by Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald, has been widely 
discussed and freely commented on in the press. The fact that President 
Hoover called London on hearing of the resignation of the previous cabinet, 
has been interpreted as an active interest in British government affairs in so 
far as his disarmament plans are concerned. Another paper interprets the 
retention of MacDonald as head of the government as being partly dictated by 
the work he has done in connection with the coming disarmament conference. 
Still another aspect of the matter, it is claimed, is that the formation of the 
coalition cabinet presages pressure for the downward revision of Britain’s war 
debt to. jd... 


“BRITAIN has a new coalition cabinet, with the labor ministry out and the 

labor* party leaders disowning Prime Minister MacDonald, whom they 
will try to read out of their councils,” states the Cedar Rapids, lowa, Gazette 
(Independent). “It is hoped that the new cabinet will find a way out of the 
governmental financial tangle, balance the budget by October or November. 
If it can do that and maintain the dole, it can work other miracles. 

“Among others greatly disturbed * * * by the possibility that Ramsay Mac- 
Donald might not be in the new British cabinet, was President Hoover. Re- 
turning from Rapidan to learn of the English cabinet’s resignation, Mr. Hoover 
put in a long distance telephone call for London, had a talk with the prime 
minister, was assured that his friend still would head England’s government. 
Mr. Hoover is expecting Mr. MacDonald to aid in convincing all nations that 
peace is preferable to war, limited armaments to national bankruptcies.” 


“POSssIBLy his leadership in the advance work for the Winter disarmament 

conference accounts in part for the retention of Ramsay MacDonald as 
head of the Bristish Government,” says the High Point, N C., Enterprise (In- 
dependent). “The fact that he was not allowed to go with the going of his 
labor government is indicative, too, informed quarters state, of the personal 
power of the king. His majesty is something more than a figurehead, after 
all they say. 

“The rise of MacDonald to power was less significant than his reten-

“Authority tempered his radicalism. One wing of his party broke with 
him recently and now the labor party itself is out of power, but the canny 
leader of it goes forward in command of the ship of state, with both liberals 
and conservatives signed up in his new cabinet.

“Faced with a similar crisis, the American government could 
not change over night from a Democratic or Republican regime to admit the 
best minds of all parties. It would remain Democratic or Republican.”

At 
a time when so many Army posts ace 
being discontinued it is gratifying in- 
deed to know that the government has 
under consideration a plan for uact 
only continuing the post at Madison 
Barracks but also for its material e.:- 
largement. 

“It was immediately after the War 
of 1812 that Sackets Harbor was 
selected as a permanent military estab- 
lishment. One reason for the selection 
of this post was its strategic position 
with relation to Canada. President 
Monroe was greatly interested in the 
post and approved the original ex- 
penditures for construction of perma- 
nent quarters there. But up until a 
few years ago Madison Barracks has 
always been an infantry post. First 
it will be recalled the old Second 
United States Infantry was stationed 
there for many years. This was a 
noted regiment in the old army and 
had a history of distinguished service 
in the War of 1812. In more recent 
years the Ninth United States irfan- 
try, the famous “Fighting Ninth,” was 
stationed for a long time at Madison 
Barracks. It was from Madison that 
the Ninth marched away to the Span- 
ish-American War in the Spring of 





tillery post. 

“Now that Pine Camp has become

“But what Ft. Ontario reaily needs, 
when it gets its general, and che other 
attendants, are more buildings, more 
barracks and more administrative 
space, to keep up with the added ran« 
and numbers. The post has a de- 
served reputation in the War Depart- 
ment for the efficiency of its garri- 
son, as well as the efficiency with 
which the post is administered and 
the comfort of those stationed within 
the reservation confines. That being 





“THEY are rejoicing in France that England’s Labor Government has fallen 

and that a national government has taken its place,” says the Holyoke, 
Mass., Transcript (Independent).

public care of citizens can work,” avers the Cohoes, N. ¥., American 
(Independent). “A large body of people has been living without work for a 
dozen years and would like to go on doing so. The most serious fact is that 
in this body are thousands of young people who reached the proper age to 
work and take care of themselves without having to work. They have estab- 
lished a ten-year habit of being supported without working. They don’t want 
to work and don’t know how. 

“America will feed its unemployed. But America must watch its step 
pretty closely lest the just meeting of an emergency degenerate into an ex- 


pected dole.” 


“FOr the incoming coalition cabinet will have an infinitely greater and more 

fateful work to do than ever the war-time coalition cabinet had,” believes 
the Detroit, Mich., News (Independent). “The social and economic problems 
of present-day England bode more for the weal or woe of that country than 
did the issues of the war which England won—and lost. War debts, pensions, 
industrial paralysis, doles, and a steadily mounting deficit make even the most 
herculean tasks of the war government look insignificant by comparison. The 
whole future of the empire is more directly and deeply involved in the recon- 
struction of the nation’s economic life than it was in the issue of the war, 
which left the country as badly off as though it had been defeated.” 


“FORMATION of a National (coalition) government in Great Britain is ex- 

pected in some quarters to be followed by pressure for downward revision 
of the British war debt payment to the United States,” says the Flint, Mich., 
Journal (Independent). “The British debt to us now totals $4,398,000,000. 
It is the largest of the debts owed to this country by the former allies. 

“Under the provisions of the Young Plan, the Hague agreements and the 
Balfour Note, no material assistance in meeting the British deficit at this 
time would be afforded through a downward revision of scheduled payments 
on the British war debt to the United States. However, a proposal for such 
revision, if entertained by the United States; might prove the entering wedge 
for a general readjustment of war debt and reparations payments, to take effect 
upon the expiration of the Hoover moratorium. 

“The formation of the coalition government in England might well have 
been engineered to bring this about—since, obviously, any new agreement on 
war debts would require the support and sanction of all parties in England, 
lest repudiation of an individual party’s action, might result.”

Personnel Management 
(Continued from First Page) 
of these facts to personnel manage- 
ment.” 

The next division of the first part 
of the course deals with the handling 
of data. The work under this head, is 
described as follows: “The nature of 
the data available for personnel stud- 
ies, methods of securing reliable data, 
and the mathematical procedures used 
in the statistical analysis of data.” 

Upon completing the “Study of Ba- 
sic Principles,” the students go imto the 
second half of the course—“The Study 
of Personnel Problems.” With the more 
advanced study, the officers will have 
more chance to apply their knowledge 
to the command duties assigned to 
them. The first subject taken up is 
the “Selection and Placement of Men” 
and as the selection of men for assign- 
ment to the trade schools will be large- 
ly left to the officers taking the course, 
direct application of their studies will 
be possible. 

The syllabus describes the course in 
“Selection and Placement of Men” as 
“a study of the individual traits and 
capacities of men which affect their 
fitting for vocations; the tests and 
measures used to secure data upon the 
individual traits and capacities of men, 
and methods of using this data in se- 
lecting and placing men.” 

“Training Problems”—‘“the psycho- 
logical basis of military drill, habit 
formation, and trade training; nature 
of the learning process; and methods 
for making instruction effective” is the 
next division of the course, and also 
connects up closely with the officers’ 
other work. 

The final and most advanced, labeled 
“Supervisory Problems,” is described 
as follows: “The psychological basis of 
morale; the psychology of the group; 
the emotions and mental conflicts which 
give rise to supervisory and discliplin- 
ary problems; proper incentives and 
methods of stimulating interest and 
esprit de corps.” 





Maj. Boles Twice Champion 


MA). J. K. BOLES, United States 

delegate to the International 
Shooting Matches being held at Lwow 
(Lemburg), Poland, has achieved what 
no shooter has ever accomplished be- 
fore, according to cabled information. 
Major Boles has won the individual 
running deer championship of the 
world, and the individual double-shot 
running deer championship of the 
world. The winning of both of these 
matches has never been accomplished 
by one man before, it is claimed. 

Major Boles went to the matches in 
Poland for the purpose of representing 
the United States, and presenting the 
world’s free rifle championship trophy 
to this year’s winner. The United 
States won this trophy last year, but 
declined to defend it this year, concen- 
trating on the international small-bore 
match which was held in England ear- 
lier in the Summer, and which the 
American team lost to Great Britain 
by a narrow margin. 

Major Boles, before his departure, 
announced his intention of entering 
some of the individual matches, hoping 
especially to achieve some success in 
the running deer matches, which he 
won. 


Qualified Building Program 
Proposed by Navy League 
HE Navy. League, in a statement 
made public yesterday, advocated 
a building program as a “frank mini- 
mum,” which would not reach treaty 
parity and which would not end Ameri- 
can naval inferiority but would “en- 
hance our position.” 

The program suggested by the 
League would defer the building of de- 
stroyers and of all but one of the small 
gun cruisers allotted to the United 
States under the London Treaty. The 
balance of the ships allowed this coun- 
try under the Treaty would be built 
under the League’s plan and the keels 
of the small gun cruisers laid by Jan- 
uary, 1935. 

“So great has been the neglect of 
the United States, both in maintaining 
its existing Navy and in bringing it 
up to the treaty standard that the 
creation of a treaty Navy by 1935, 
when the next conference is to be held, 
is ‘practically impossible.’ This is the 
conclusion reached by the Navy League 
of the United States today after one 
of its most detailed analyses in recent 
years. The League expresses this 
view in spite of the opinion of men 
like Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, a 
delegate to the last naval parley, that 
‘unless we build the Navy to treaty 
limits by 1935, we will have no stand- 
ing at the next conference.’ 

“The League, therefore, submits its 
own program, which is a frank mini- 
mum. Instead of advocating measures 
for a treaty Navy, such as Senator 
Reed suggests, which would cost $1,- 
004,000,000, the League suggests a 
moderate program of $767,000,000 to 
be spread over the six fiscal years be- 
tween the present fiscal year and 1937. 
Such a minimum program would not 
end American naval inferiority, but it 
would, in the League’s judgment, en- 
hance our position. Moreover, as Wal- 
ter Bruce Howe, Chairman of the 
League’s Board, explains, ‘about 80 per 
cent of the expenditures in naval con- 
struction go to labor whose employ- 
ment, from the ore mine to the paint 


shop, would hasten economic recov- 
’ 

ery. 
“The League’s minimum program, 


which is signed by William Howard 
Gardiner, President of the League, 
effects a saving of over $236,000,000 
by deferring the building of destroyers 
and certain other ships. It entails 
the building in the next six years of 
113 ships—of which 101 are replace- 
ments of ships grown old and only 12 
of which aré for upbuilding. This pro- 
gram, which holds annual expenditures 
to an average of less than $140,000,- 
000, will not create a treaty Navy. 
But, in the words of the League, it 
may show ‘how misleading it is for 
officially informed people to lead the 
public to believe they intend to build 
up to treaty levels, on the one hand, 
while on the other, they talk about 
not spending over $100,000,000 a year 
on Naval building and replacements.’ 

“The balance of the saving, apart 
from destroyers, is effected by defer- 
ring construction of small gun cruis- 
ers of which the London Treaty allows 
the United States to build an aggre- 
gate of 73,000 tons, each ship not ex- 
ceeding 10,000 tons. One ship in this 
category, however, should be built at 
once. This is the proposed cruiser 
with a flying-deck for airplanes. Al- 
though frankly an experiment, it is a 
promising one. Certainly no ships 
should be built in this category until 
the results of this flying-deck ship are 
known. 

“The remaining tonnage in _ this 
small gun cruiser class is deferred 
until January, 1935. Then ‘without 
fail the keels should be laid for seven 
small-gun cruisers of 9,000 tons each, 
or 63,000 tons in the aggregate, merely 
$1,000,000 apiece being allotted for 
this up to June 30, 1935. Laying 
down these seven small-gun cruisers 
then, without fail, will bring them into 
the important classification of “keels 
laid and building” at the Naval. con- 
ference of 1935.’ Yet they will not be 
so far advanced that they cannot be 
made either into straight or flying- 
deck cruisers—as the outcome of the 
flying-deck ship and the outcome of 
the conference may warrant. 

“Those who favored neglect of the 
United States Navy on the theory 
that the American example would in- 
spire other nations to make reductions 
must now be completely disillusioned. 
Not only have other nations not re- 
duced, but they have used the effort 
for arms limitation for ‘specious plead- 
ings disguised in a cloak of economy 
and of pseudo-altruistic pacifism in 
order to secure the support of un- 
realistic idealists, the unsophisticated 
and the gullible.’ 

“Facts. published by the League for 





Y the first time, illustrate the nature of 





these pleadings. Alluding to the re- 
cently published fact that the Wash- 
ington Conference, like the Geneva 
Parley, was not called upon American 
initiative, but on that of Great Britain, 
the League calls attention to the un- 
remitting British opposition to large 
ships of long steaming radius. The 
true purpose of this opposition is not, 
as is sometimes said, ‘to further the 
disarmament movement for the wel- 
fare of the world.’ It springs from 
the fact that nearly three quarters 
of British trade is with Europe, Asia 
and Africa, and that this trade runs 
along coasts and through inland seas 
where large ships of long radius do 
not suit British interests. 

“Yet, the League now reveals that, 
like Great Britain, only 28 per cent 
of American trade is with the Ameri- 
can hemisphere, whereas 72 per cent 
of it (or about the British proportion) 
is with Europe, Asia and Africa. But 
the United States lacks Britain’s ad- 
ventages of coastal trade lines and 
plentiful naval bases, for the Ameri- 
can trade lines run across oceans. 
American naval vessels, therefore, 
must be large enough to. function at 
long distances from home. ~ 

An official summary of the League’s 
statement follows: 

“Those opposed to American inter- 
ests talk about the ‘colossal’ cost’ of 
the ‘monster’ ships capable of pro- 
tecting this trade. 
ever, show that the replacement cost 
per ton of battleships is $1,100 whereas 
the corresponding figure for destroyers 
is $3,100. Yet no word from abroad 
is ever heard against the costly de- 
stroyer. Indeed, the British at the 
London Conference of 1930, while seek- 
ing the reduction of battleship size, 
also sought a quota of 200,000 tons of 
destroyers instead of the 150,000 fin- 
ally agreed on. 

“Tt is, therefore, worth remember- 
ing when ‘costly battleships’ are men- 
tioned that the average annual re- 
placement cost of our battleships is 
just under $25,000,000 whereas the cor- 
responding figure for destroyers is 
slightly over $29,000,000. If the Brit- 
ish had had their way at London, this 
destroyer figure would have been run 
up to $38,750,000. In submitting its 
minimum program, therefore, the 
League feels safe in making its sav- 
ing on destroyer tonnage, since these 
ships are so much more precious to

“For the last ten years a voluntary

The Navy League program 
will not secure that relative strength 
in time for the next conference, but 
it is a step in that direction—a mini- 
mum step for which the external in- 
terests of the United States and its 
domestic unemployment are impelling 
justifications at this time.”

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Colonel Darrah Promoted 


OL. THOMAS W. DARRAH (lInf.) 

GSC. Chief of Staff of the Third 
Corps Area, became a brigadier gen- 
eral on Tuesday, Sept. 1, filling the 
vacancy created by the retirement of 
Brig. Gen. Henry G. Learnard, who 
retired for age Monday, Aug. 31. 

General Darrah, it was announced 
in special orders, Sept. 1, will be re- 
lieved as chief of staff, 3rd Corps 
Area, in time to sail Dec. 11 for the 
Panama Canal Department, where he 
will replace Brig. Gen. Charles D. Rob- 
erts, whose tour of foreign service ex- 
pires at that time. 

The new brigadier general was born 
in Marquette, Kans., in 1873, and ap- 
pointed to the Military Academy in 
1891. Upon graduation he was com- 
missioned in the Infantry and assigned 
to the 9th Infantry at Madison Bar- 
racks, N. Y., with which he served 
during the Santiago Campaign, Span- 
ish-American War. In July of 1899, as 
a captain, he went to the Philippines 
with the 35th Infantry. 

Cited for Gallantry 

Two silver star citations for gallan- 
try in action were awarded General 
Darrah for his service at Santiago, 
Cuba, and Legaspi, Luzon, Philippine 
Islands. 

At various times General Darrah 
served in the Subsistence Department 
and as instructor at West Point and 
with Infantry organizations in this 
country and on foreign stations. 


At the outbreak of the World War 


as a major, General Darrah returned 
to the United States from duty in the 
Philippines and served as senior regi- 
mental instructor at the Officers Train- 
ing Camp, Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., 
until Aug. 15, 1917. Aug. 5 he was 
commissioned colonel of Infantry, Na- 
tional Army, and assigned to the 34th 
Infantry, 157th Infantry Brigade, 79th 
‘Division, which was organized at Camp 
Meade, Md. of drafts mostly from 
Pennsylvania and also from Maryland 
and District of Columbia.

On Nov. 28, 1918, General Darrah 
was given command of the 69th In- 
fantry Brigade, 35th Division (com- 

sed of National Guard troops of 

ansas and Missouri), which command 
he retained under Brig. Gen. Thomas 
B. Dugan, Maj. Gen. Peter E. Traub 
and Brig. Gen. Lucien G. Berry, Divi- 
sion commanders. He stayed with the 
69th until Feb. 18, 1919.

Feb. 23, 1919, General Darrah was 
given command of the 3rd Infantry

“July 9, the 55th Inf. Brig. occupies 
a second position extending west for 
6 kilometers from the center of the 
Bois de Rougis to a point north of 
Coufremaux.” 

“July 24 55th Inf. Brig. is moving 
to the vicinity of Saulchery and 
Charly.” 

“July 26, 55th Inf. Brig. guards the 
Marne bridges between Mezy and 
Chateau-Thierry (both incl).” 

“July 28 55th Inf. Brig. relieves the 
French 39th Div. from Courmont 
(incl) to 1% kilometers north of Fres- 
nes, advances northeast, crosses the 
Oureq and holds the river line south 
of Bois des Lutes.” 

“July 29, 55th Inf. Brig. makes a 
series of attacks, in conjunction with 
the attack of the 3rd Div., and gains 
some ground.” 

“July 30, 55th Inf. Brig. again at- 
tacks, cooperating with one brigade 
of the 32nd Div. on the right, cap- 
tures the Bois des Grimpettes and Hill 
188 on the right, and holds the line 
from that hill to % kilometer south- 
east of Moulin Caranda.” 

“Sept. 26, Div. attacks northwest; 
the 55th Inf. Brig. captures part of 
Varennes west of Aire River and oc- 
cupies the high ground one-half kilo- 
meter south of Forge and the 
Tranchee des fils de fer 1% kilometers 
northwest of Boureuilles.” 


Returns to U. S. 


General Darrah returned to the 
United States in April, 1919, reverted 
to his permanent rank of major and 
was promoted lieutenant colonel July 
9, 1919. A year later, July 1, 1920, he 
was promoted to the grade of colonel. 
He was a student at the 1919-20 ses- 
sion School of the Line, at Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kans., and at the 1920-21 ses- 
sion of the General Staff School at the 
same place. He was retained at the 
General Service Schools for one year 
as an instructor and then attended the 
1922-23 course at the Army War Col- 
lege, Washington, D. C. 

June 29, 1923, he was detailed in the 
General Staff and assigned as Assist- 
ant Chief of Staff, G-1, Fourth Corps 
Area, Atlanta, Ga. On July 1, 1924, 
he was appointed Chief of Staff, Fourth 
Corps Area, which post he held until 
Sept. 23, 1926. On Dec. 18, 1926, he 
assumed command of the 34th Infan- 
try at Ft. Eustis, Va., where he was 
stationed until Sept. 28, 1928. At that 
time he was again detailed in the Gen- 
eral Staff and assigned to his present 
duty. 





The Signal School Opens 


"THE twelfth annual opening of The 

' Army Signal School was held at 
Ft. Monmouth, Aug. 31, 1931. 

Col. A. S. Cowan, Commandant of 
The Signal School and Commanding 
Officer, Ft. Monmouth, welcomed the 
new students to Ft. Monmouth, com- 
plimented them on being selected from 
all the commissioned ranks of the 
Army to take the course at The Signal 
School and assured them that no efforts 
would be spared to make their sojourn 
at Ft. Monmouth pleasant and profit- 
able. 

Colonel Cowan in his address point- 
ed out that the student officers at Ft. 
Monmouth are the guests of the Sig- 
nal Corps and requested them to assist 
in maintaining the splendid feeling of 
cooperation and good will which exists 
between Ft. Monmouth and the citizens 
of the neighboring communities. 
Colonel Cowan discussed the mission 
of The Signa! School, outlined the 
scope of the courses offered by the 
school and stressed the importance of 
signal communication in a modern 
Army. 

Durimg the past year the entire 
course of instruction in The Signal 
School has been the subject of a de- 
tailed study and numerous changes 
have been made which will result in 
a material improvement in the results 
obtained. All changes and improve- 
ments which have been made in the 
various courses insure that both the 
course and the methods of instruction 
will more nearly meet the requirements 
of the service. 

The course for officers is conducted 
mainly by the Department of Com- 
munication Engineering and the De- 
partment of Applied Communications. 
The school term is nine months in 
length. The Winter months are 
spent in a study of signal communica- 
tions and their application and employ- 
ment by all units of the Army. This 
is followed by field exercises where 
students are given an opportunity to 
round out their school year by actually 
putt'ng into practice the principles and 
doctrines which they have been taught 
during the Winter months. 

Under simulated war conditions they 
are required to install, maintain and 
operate the vast signal communication 
agencies which are so vital to the suc- 
cess of modern military operations. 

Since its organization The Signal 
School has graduated some 500 officers 
and nearly 4,000 enlisted men. There 
have been 25 Marine Corps officers, 
11 Philippine Scout officers, one Jap- 
anese officer, 3 Cuban and 3 Peruvian 
officers graduated from this school. 
There have also been 80 National 
Guard and 50 Reserve Corps officers 
graduated from the short term course 
which is three months in length, and 
which is given each spring. 

The Department of Enlisted Special- 
ists conducts courses for radio elec- 
tricians, telephone electricians, radio 
operators, telephone maintenance men, 
meteorologists, photographers and 
Morse telegraphers. From the gradu-

DM. MONTGOMERY M. TAY- 
LOR, USN, hoisted his flag as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Umiird 
States Asiatic Fleet in the USS Hous- 
ton at Shanghai, China, Sept. 1, re- 
lieving Adm. Charles B. McVay, Jr., 
USN, who is under orders to the Navy 
General Board. 

Admiral Taylor, as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Asiatic Flect, holds the 
rank of admiral. He was detached 
from duty as Chief of the War Plans 
Division, Naval Operations, Navy De- 
partment, Aug. 3, 1931. 


Born in Washington, D. C., Oct. 15, 
1869, Admira! Taylor was appointed to 
the Naval Academy by President 
Cleveland in 1886. During the Span- 
ish-American War, he served in the 
USS Olympia, Admiral Dewey’s flag- 
ship. He attended the Naval War Col- 
lege in 1915-1916 and in 1916 com 
manded the battleship USS Maine. 

In November, 1917, he was detrched 
from that duty and attached +» the 


Office of Naval Operations, Navy De- 
partment, where he served until Au- 
gust, 1918, when he was ordered to 
command the battleship Florida. He 
was on duty at the Naval War Col- 
lege, Newport, R. I., from June, 1919, 
to May, 1921, when he was appointed 
Commandant of the 15th Naval Dis- 
trict, Canal Zone. He served on the 
Naval Examining and Retiring Board, 
Navy Department, for two months in 
1923 and then was appointed Com- 
mander, Control Force, with additicnal 
duty as Commander, Submarine Divi- 
sions, Atlantic. 


Admiral Taylor served as Director 
of Fleet Training, Navy Department, 
from 1925 to 1927 and then was or- 
dered to duty as Commander, Battie- 
ship Division Three, Battle Fleet. He 
was appointed Commander, Scouting 
Fleet, with the rank of vice admiral ina 
July, 1928, and in March, 1929, was 
ordered to duty in the War Plans 
Division, Office of Naval Operations. 
Admiral Taylor was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for his 
World War service. 


Admiral McVay reverts to his per- 
manent rank of rear admiral and will 
become a member of the General 
Board. He took command of _ the 
Asiatic Fleet on Aug. 9, 1929. 





Report Inaccuracies 


J NACCURACIES and incompleteness 
in drafting requisitions for engi- 
neering material interfered seriously 


with repair work of naval vessels and 
| projects during the past year, the Bu- 





reau of Engineering reports. 


The Bureau estimates that 80 per 
cent of the requisitions acted upon 
during the past year were incomplete 
or incorrect in some way when re- 
ceived. About 6,000 requisitions, cov- 
ering material costing over $12,000,000 
were acted on in this period it is 
stated. 


“In some cases the necessary infor- 
mation could be obtained by the bu- 
reau from its records, and the changes 
could be made here,” the monthly bul- 
letin issued by the Bureau states. “In 
others it was necessary to return the 
papers or to write or radio to the 
office of origin. 


“A typical case is that of a battle- 
ship on the west coast which submitted 
about a dozen requisitions a month be- 
fore the beginning of a yard overhaul 
period. They covered machinery parts 
needed for undertaking important re- 
pairs which were to be done during 
that overhaul. The information fur- 
nished was so incorrect and incom- 
plete that the requisitions had to be 
returned. By the time these requisi- 
tions were in such form that they 
could be approved with the assurance 
that they accurately and completely 
described the material needed, one 
month of the vessel’s overhaul period 
had elapsed. 


“Obviously this must have inter- 
fered seriously with the overhaul as 
planned. Certainly it caused unneces- 
sary correspondence and extra work in 
the bureau. And it could all have been 
avoided by complying with instructions 
printed on the requisition forms.” 





Navy Air Notes 


XPERIMENTS have been carried 
out at the Naval Air Station, Ana- 
costia, D. C., in an effort to find a 


suitable substitute for the plate glass 
used in the electrical weather maps. 

The Hydrographic Office cooperated 
in these experiments and it is believed 
that the substitute has been found. 
The adoption of this material will al- 
low a map to be printed which will 
show elevation, adjacent cities and 
towns, and other topographic features 
of interest.

Lt. Thayer T. Tucker, USN, photo- 
graphic officer at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, Pensacola, has completed taking 
photographs of all landing fields be- 
tween Marianna, Fla., and Houston, 
Tex. These photographs are to be 
used in connection with bringing up 
to date the hydrographic charts of this 
district. With worked over charts ac- 
companied by profuse illustrations, our 
pilots should have no difficulty in ar- 
riving at their destination, no matter 
where it may be. 

The preliminary survey for a night 
mail route between Atlanta and New 
Orleans has located three emergency 
landing fields between Pensacola and 
Montgomery, Pensacola reports. These 
fields should prove very helpful in this 
region where there are few places to 
set down when in trouble.

Four hundred sixty-five members 
of the Naval Academy Class of 1933 
received flight training during the 
Summer course. Of this number only 
three midshipmen failed to complete 
the course. This was due to the fact 
that these individuals were in the hos- 
pital during the final week of opera- 
tions.

The first of nine sets of PM-1 wings 
have arrived at the structural shop at 
the Naval Air Station, Hampton Roads, 
Va., for overhaul.

Upon examination for structural con- 
dition, it was found that more than 
sixty per cent of the upper former 
ribs were bent and broken.

The Naval Reserve Aviation Base 
at Oakland, Calif., reports the follow- 
ing: 

“Afber considerable difficulty with 
brakes on the O2C-1’s the wire in- 
serted woven lining was removed and 
moulded lining fitted. This has re- 
duced pedal pressure, eliminating all 
grabbing and so remarkably improved 
handling that all planes are being 
fitted with the moulded type lining. 
The change involves little time and 
expense, and is highly recommended 
for all brakes.” 








No Flights on Akron 


(THE many requests received by the 

Navy Department from all over 
the country to be taken for a flight 
in the new dirigible Akron, or to have 
the vessel participate in local cere- 
monies of various kinds, brings forth 
an announcement that “the Depart- 
ment is unable to approve any such 
requests.” 

No operating schedule for the Akron 
has been drawn as yet, due to the un- 
certainty as to the time and duration 
of the trial flights, it is stated. An- 
nouncement of the operating plan can- 





not be made “until after several 
months shaking down operations based 
on Lakehurst.” No one not officially 
connected with the trial flights will be 
permitted on board during the flights. ° 

“When, and if, circumstances per- 
mit, it is contemplated that a special 
flight for a limited number of repre- 
sentatives of the press will be ar- 
ranged,” the announcement states. 
“Since the Akron will be a combatant 
vessel of the Navy the carrying of 
passengers on her will be under the 
same restrictions as on any other naval 
vessel, that is, it will be permitted 
only in exceptional cases and for offi- 
cial purposes.” 


Naval Reserve Report 


SSIGNMENT of naval reserve 

units to battleships and cruisers 
for Summer training every three or 
four years, is recommended by Capt. 
Charles A. Blakely, USN, president of 
the Naval Reserve Inspection Board, 
in his report for 1931. 

“Divisions of the Ninth Naval, 
which now cruise on the Great Lakes, 
would most benefit by battleship or 
cruiser experience,” Captain Blakely 
states. “Under the present system, 
these divisions, 52 in all, have no op- 
portunity for actual contact with ths 
regular Navy.” 

The 4th Division of the 5th Naval 
District, located in Richmond, Va., 
stood first among the various divisions 
for the year, attaining a final merit 
figure of 89.7. The Richmond unit, 
commanded by Lt. H. I. Sherritt, 
DE-F, USNR, wins the USNR trophy 
given annually to the division with 
the highest standing. 

In the battalion competition, the ‘Ist, 
of Atlanta, Ga., captured top honors. 
Lt. H. F. Dobbs, E-F, USNR, come 
manded this unit during the past year, 
during which a final merit of 88.6 was 
attained. Squadron VN-12RD9, of St. 
Louis, Mo., commanded by Lt. J. F. 
Fisher, A-F, USNR, stood first among 
the aviation squadrons. 

Continuation of the general im- 
provement noted last year was report- 
ed by the Board. Military drills re- 
main about the same, it was stated, 
while greater progress has been made 
in instructional methods and impart- 
ing naval knowledge. 

“The general appearance of the per- 
sonnel was generally commendable, 
and in many divisions was excellent,” 
Captain Blakely declared. 

It was found that those divisions 
which have been able to enlist the in- 
terest and support of the community 
were above the average in efficiency 
and morale. The most notable in this 
respect were the Erie and Saginaw 
divisions, both of which have shown 
outstanding improvement. 

The Board reiterated its belief that 
a very important part of the division 
officer’s duties is to place his organ- 
ization before the local public in a 
favorable light in order to acquire the 
interest and support of the community. 
This will, in turn, it was advised, de- 
velop pride and spirit in the reserves; 
increase drill and cruise attendance, 
and attract a higher quality of per- 
sonnel to the organization. 

The present plan of assigning a de- 
stroyer training squadron on the East 
Coast to provide for week-end cruises, 
was believed, will prove very benefi- 
cial. The other smaller vessels as- 
signed to the Naval Reserve units are 
generally in very good condition, it 
was said. The eagle boats so assigned 
are considered excellent training ves- 
sels for week-end cruises, in that they 
give training to the engineers forces 
that cannot be had on the sub-chasers 
and motor launches. 

The report had the following to say 
in regard to aviation divisions and 
squadrons: 

“Last year aviation divisions and 
squadrons were given two inspectiouis; 
namely, one for personnel and one for 
material and operations. From the 
experience gained the previous yeat, 
it was decided that it would be better 
to consolidate these two inspections 
into one held at the air base. This 
was done and the results justified the 
action taken by the Board. The at- 
tendance of officers and men was uni- 
formly excellent, considering that the

ATTENTION is called by the Bu- 

reau of Engineering, Navy De- 
partment, to the fact that copies of 
the Manual of Engineering Instruc- 
tions are not issued to individual offi- 
cers but are charged to commanding 
officers and should be accounted for in 
the manner provided for confidential 
publications. 

Requests have been coming to the 
bureau, it is stated, from officers ask- 
ing for personal copies and from com- 
manding officers desiring that the 
charge of a copy be transferred to 
another ship because “Lt. Smith was 
detached and took his manual with 
him.” 

No manuals are issued to individual 
officers at the present time, it was 
said, except in the case of officers as- 
signed to Engineering Duty Only. 
Under the old system, when every 
officer had a manual, only those per- 
forming engineering duty kept them 
up to date. It is contemplated that 
the present system should not only 
provide against this but will prove 
more economical.

i ORDER to insure an adequate and 

efficient patrol of the President’s 
Cup Regatta to be held at Washing- 
ton, D. C., Sept. 18 and 19, the Coast 
Guard is detailing to Washington for 
this duty the Coast Guard cutter 
Apache (Lt. Codr. G. E. McCabe, com- 


manding); one 125-ft. patrol boat, one 
75-ft. patrol boat and three 36-ft. pick- 
et boats. Comdr. C. H. Jones, at pres- 
ent on duty at Coast Guard Headquar- 
ters, is to assume command of the 
patrol force upon its arrival in Wash- 
ington Sept. 16. The Apache, which 
will be the flagship of the patrol force, 
is well known in Washington, having 
participated in practically all the im- 
portant marine events in this section 
for many years in the past. She is 
also the oldest seagoing vessel in com- 
mission, having patrolled the sea lanes 
for over 40 years. The 125-ft. and 
75-ft. patrol boats and picket boats 
will be temporarily assigned here from 
New York and Norfolk Divisions of 
the Coast Guard.

US Lines Contract 


HE contention for control of the 

United States Lines which has 
been waged for the past month, ap- 
peared to be settled this week in favor 
of the present operators of the line, 
when the Shipping Board directed that 
a contract be negotiated with the in- 
terests headed by Paul W. Chapman, 
present head of the lines; R. Stanley 
Dollar and Kenneth D. Dawson. 

Two vessels now being operated by 
the lines will be turned back to the 
Shipping Board—the George Washing- 
ton and America, both over 20 years 
old. Another vessel of the United 
States Lines fleet, the Republic, has 
already been turned back, and is to be 
used as an Army transport. The 
agreement also provides, it was stated, 
that the Leviathan will make seven 
trips a year instead of five as origi- 
nally specified in the Chapman offer. 

The action of the Board in directing 
the negotiation of contract with the 
Chapman interests was on the recom- 
mendation of Chairman T. V. O’Con- 
nor and Rear Adm. Hutch I. Cone, 
USN, ret. It was stated on behalf of 
the Board that final action may be ex- 
pected within a week.

DECLARING THAT FEDERAL EXPENDITURES during the next fiscal year 

must be cut drastically, Congressman Wood, chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, has announced that he will start in applying this view with 
the Army and Navy. Here is his explanation: “Why, in heaven’s name, should 
we build up our Navy to the treaty limits when it will have nothing to do after 
we have built it.” Before every war, we have heard like statements from poli- 
ticians, and the country has paid in blood and treasure for their actions. It is 
possible that Mr. Wood has discovered the panacea for eternal peace, and, if so, 
why any appropriations at all for national defense! The Indianan is a staunch 
Republican. As such it is his duty to uphold rather than destroy the achieve- 
ments of his party. The London Treaty, negotiated by a Republican Adminis- 
tration and ratified by a Republican Senate, is the law of the land. That Treaty 
provides for parity for the United States upon the seas. The American people 
were so assured when it was signed and ratified. Does Mr. Wood propose even 
greater betrayal of this solemn pledge? If he does, we are confident he will hear 
from the American people and especially from Republican citizens of his In- 
diana District. 

And another bit of balm: There are other members of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, there is the Senate, and there is a presidential election 
coming next year. 





JIRECTED AGAINST THE WEALTH aud security of the United States, the 

propaganda campaign of Europe, aided and abetted by American citizens, 
is reaching its zenith. Ever since the war, by the printed and spoken word, 
American ears have been filled with the imperative necessity of debt cancella- 
tion and disarmament. Progress has been achieved in both. The moratorium 
is a step toward cancellation and the Washington and London Conferences 
produced disparity upon the seas. Now, with incessant dinning, European 
statesmen and American bankers interested in appreciating the price of foreign 
securities, are pressing for at least debt revision, and, in support thereof, are 
pointing to the financial situation of England, as well as Germany, and declaring 
that unless it is rectified depression and unemployment will continue in the 
United States. Ten days hence, an international conference of the utmost 
importance for the United States will assemble in Geneva. At that conference, 
preliminaries will be arranged for the disarmament conference planned for 
February. If President Hoover have his way, the February meeting will be 
merely one of ratification. Secretary of State Stimson has just returned from 
abroad with reports of negotiations with the spokesmen of Italy, France Ger- 
many and England. He knows what he can hope for and what he can get 
and the price that will have to be paid by the American people. 


PRESIDENT HOOVER AND GENERAL MacARTHUR have acted as we 

expected in refusing to heed the protest made by certain Pennsylvania 
veterans against the promotion of Col. Thomas W. Darrah, Chief of Staff of. the 
Third Corps Area, to the rank of Brigadier General. Thirteen years is a long 
time to hold a grudge, and that period has elapsed since the World War. 
Moreover, these facts establish that Colonel Darrah is an officer of ability; 
it was upon these facts that General MacArthur selected him for the appoint- 
ment. Indeed, we happen to know that General MacArthur only recom- 
mended Colonel Darrah after the most exhaustive investigation of his record. 
We can well recognize that Colonel Darrah is chagrined that men who were 
his comrades in the greatest war in history should at this late date seek to 
do him injury, but he will have consolation in the knowledge that his nomina- 
tion will be confirmed. And thus, both through the action of the President and 
the Senate, he will receive the vindication he deserves. 


WE CONGRATULATE CHAIRMAN O’CONNOR, of the United States Ship- 

ping Board, in granting the control of the United States Lines to an 
American group, headed by Paul W. Chapman, R. Stanley Dollar and Kenneth 
D. Dawson. We have heard some of the details and even the intrigues involved 
in the negotiations, and we are aware of the high-minded and patriotic attitude 
adopted by Mr. O’Connor which, insistently expressed, nas resulted in the Lines 
continuing under indubitable American control and under the management of 
men of large shipping experience. The American Merchant Marine must have 
a leader in order to develop, and that leadership would have been lost had 
the Lines even indirectly passed under foreign jurisdiction. Now, with Messrs. 
Chapman, Dollar and Dawson at the helm, we may be sure the progress made 
so effectively under the policies of Mr. O’Connor and Rear Admiral Cone will 
continue satisfactorily.

Gen. Hanson E. Ely, commanding the Second Corps Area, who is shortly 
to retire, but his fellow countrymen continue to give grateful acknowledgement 
of their debt to this able soldier and patriot. The municipality and different 
organizations in New York have shown their appreciation by recognition in the 
form of banquets and dinners where speakers have dwelt upon the same theme— 
the fine qualities of General Ely and the regret of the people that inevitable 
age forces his departure from the stage of military activity.

E. F. S.—There are only two classes 
of Reserve officers on active duty at 
the present time for periods of more 
than three months; that is, Air Corps

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Pennsylvania Protests Generalcy to Col. Thomas W. Darrah.—Representative 
Adam M. Wyant, of Pennsylvania, acting, he announced, at the request of offi- 
cers of the Pennsylvania National Guard, has protested both to the White House 
and to the War Department against the selection of Col. Thomas W. Darrah, 
Inf., to be a brigadier general. At both places, however, he was informed that 
the selection had been made only after a careful scrutiny of every phase of 
General Darrah’s record and that the appointment would stand as far as they 
were concerned. On Sept. 1, four days after the Pennsylvanian had made his 
verbal protest, special orders of the War Department announced the appointment 
to become effective on that date. The same special orders announced the relief 
of General Darrah as chief of staff of the Third Corps area in time to sail from 
New York Dec. 11 for Panama, where he will command the 19th Brigade, Ft. 
Davis. The fact that General Darrah would be assigned in Panama was an- 
nounced by the Department some weeks ago. 


Representative Wyant said that his complaint was based on the relief of 
General Darrah from command of the 55th Infantry Brigade during the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive. Unable to accomplish anything at the White House or War 
Department the Congressman said that he -would ask Senator Reed, chairman 
of the Senate Military Committee, which considers Army nominations for confir- 
mation by the Senate, to conduct a hearing on General] Darrah’s nomination with 
a view to having the Senate refuse to confirm the appointment. Senator Reed 
is at present vacationing in the Michigan woods and was not within reach of 
newspapers for comment. 


General MacArthur told Representatlve Wyant that the incident he referred 
to in protesting the appointment had been thoroughly considered in making the 
appointment. 

“Colonel Tommy Darrah,” General MacArthur was quoted as saying, “is, in 
my opinion, one of the three best infantry Colonels in the Army today. That 
unfortunate event in his career happened in the stress and confusion of battle in 
the war, and looked upon from the viewpoint of today was not warranted by the 
facts. Darrah later served under me and he performed distinguished service.” 

General MacArthur further told the Congressman that if any of the National 
Guard officers wanted to discuss the appointment with him he would be glad to 
receive them. 

At the White House, Representative Wyant was told by Walter Newton, 
one of the President’s secretaries, that the appointment was settled as far as 
the White House was concerned. General Darrah’s record had been closely ex- 
amined, Mr. Newton said, and he was found to be an excellent officer. He added 
that he was known as a strict disciplinarian and that might possibly have some- 
thing to do with the complaint.

Officers Speculate on General Butler’s Successor.—With the formal approval by 
the President of Maj. Gen. Smedley D. Butler’s application for retirement to take 
effect the first of the month, speculation as to who will be appointed to fill the 
vacancies which will result, gains in volume. No announcement in the matter is 
expected to be made until next month, but in the meantime the probabilities are 
much talked about. Although all six of the brigadier generals of the line are 
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eligible for promotion to major general, most predictions are confined to the 
senior four, Brig. Gens. Harry Lee, John H. Russell, Dion Williams, and John 
T. Myers. General Lee, with over 11 years’ service as a brigadier and nearly 
5 years of active service left before reaching the statutory age for retirement, is 
very much in the running, it is believed. General Russell, second in seniority, 
and with almost equal length of general officer service and over 5 years of active 
service left, is viewed as a likely candidate. Due to his long detached service 
under the State Department, General Russell is said to have the active support 
of that office. General Williams is next in seniority and has been a general officer 
for seven years. He, however, has but slightly more than two years to serve 
before retirement for age. General Myers is considered to have a good chance 
for the appointment, although he has had less than three years’ service in his 
present rank. He will not retire for age until January, 1935. Three of the four 
senior brigadiers are graduates of the Naval Academy, Generals Russell and 
Myers in the class of 1892, and General Williams in the class of 1891. General 
Lee was appointed to the Marine Corps from the District of Columbia in 1899. 
With the appointment of a brigadier general to major general, a vacancy will 
occur in the grade of brigadier. Both appointments will be made at the same 
time, it is believed.

Philadelphia’s Police Head Fires Another Dud.—When Public Safety Director 
Schofield’s term runs out in a few months’ time, he should not have any trouble 
finding a job. If, at the conclusion of his term, he fails of reappointment, as 
Philadelphia newspapers predict, the anti-Navy propaganda organizations will 
probably receive him with open arms, for the Philadelphian again broke into 
print this week with an accusation that Rear Adm. Lucius A. Bostwick, Com- 
mandant of the Navy Yard in Philadelphia, had asked him to “commit a viola- 
tion of the law.” Admiral Bostwick had asked Schofield to release a Navy 
enlisted man, held by police on a charge of selling liquor, into the custody of 
his commanding officer. The absurdity of Schofield’s stand in the matter was 
fully recognized in the daily newspapers, the following being carried by the 
United Press: 

“The rear admiral’s request, records show, was not an unusual one. Police 
here almost regularly turn soldiers and sailors who are arrested for misde- 
meanors over to the’ custody of their commanding officers, pending trial. Ap- 
parently, however, Schofield considered this case different. 

“‘For me to accede to your insolent request,’ he wrote, ‘would be in effect 
to discourage police officers under my command in the performance of their 
duty.” 

“At another point he wrote, ‘the effrontery of your request is particularly 
insulting to me in view of your recent attitude in connection with the case of 
Patrolman Charles Paul Lang’.” 

Lang, a petty officer in the Naval Reserve, was dismissed from the Naval 
Service when it was revealed that he had worn his Naval uniform while secur- 
ing evidence in a prohibition case. Schofield, much incensed over the action 
of the Navy Department in the case, and Secretary of the Navy Adams’ re- 
marks at the time, broke out with a tirade against the Navy shortly afterward, 
accusing the officers at the Philadelphia Navy Yard of shutting their eyes to 
“gross violations of the prohibition law” by men of their command. Secretary 
Adams’ refusal to enter into a controversy over the matter, and his statement 
that the accusation was “too scurrilous to permit a reply” further ired Schofield 
and goaded him into his latest spasm, which was ignored by Navy officials and 
laughed at by the press. Judging from Schofield’s success in hurting himself, 
and not the Navy, in his accusations, maybe we are wrong about Schofield being 
welcomed by the anti-Navy agencies. They could use a good anti-service 
knocker, but Schofield can hardly fit this description.

Army and Coast Guard Salute “Old Ironsides.”"—-When the one-time pride of 
the American Navy was towed into New York Harbor, Aug. 29, to receive a 
royal welcome from State and city apthorities, the Army and the Coast Guard 
gave the Constitution the national salute of 21 guns. The guns of the naval 
vessels in the harbor, however, remained silent throughout the ceremonies, al- 
though a number of the old frigate’s younger sisters escorted her into port. In 
saluting “Old Ironsides,” the batteries on Governors’ Island, and the Coast Guard 
vessels, were paying a tribute to this symbol of the Navy’s historic past, for the 
salute given was that reserved for sovereign states their rulers or past rulers. 
Aside from the national salute, regulations prescribe lesser numbers of guns 
for saluting the entrance of a vessel bearing an official personage. It is the 
person for whom the ceremony is rendered, not the vessel, and as the captain 
of the Constitution, a commander, does not “rate” a salute, the Navy Depart- 
ment ruled, when the question was raised by Rear Adm. William Phelps, Com- 
mandant of the New York Naval District, that Naval guns should not boom out 
when the Constitution entered the harbor of New York City. This “omission” 
on the part of the Navy, however, drew some criticism in the press. The follow- 
in comment in the Asbury Park Evening Press was but one of several editorials 
“digging” the Navy on this account: 
“Gilbert and Sullivan alone could illustrate the absurd pomp of the United 
tates Navy as revealed in the resurrection of “Old Ironsides.’ It wag bad 
enough that the greatest warship that ever flew the American flag should be 
rebuilt only to be towed about because the Navy could find no seaman able to 
sail it. The spectacle of a great fighting ship symbolic of the highest ideals 
of American seamanship being towed from port to port like an admiral in a 
wheel chair will hardly arouse enthusiasm. But if the Navy couldn’t sail the 
Constitution, that was that, and the nation relented. 

“But now insult is added to injury in the announcement that as ‘Old Iron- 
sides’ enters New York Harbor tomorrow behind a snorting tugboat the bat- 
teries at Fort Hamilton and Fort Wadsworth will not salute her. The Navy 
Department tells why: There will be no admiral, vice admiral, or rear admiral 
aboard the Constitution. We have no official of a rank to justify the salute 
who will stalk its decks. The glorious ship’s tattered ensign will be replaced, 
she will be towed into the harbor as a reminder of the days when she ruled the 
waves, yet she cannot receive a salute. Hull, and Brainbridge, and Preble, unfor- 
tunately, cannot be resurrected to take command, and no modern admiral can 
sail the ancient craft. Therefore the Navy Department rules that modern guns 
cannot greet ‘Old Ironsides’ with the salute accorded her whenever she entered 
port over a century ago. Sic transit gloria mundi.” 

Others, however, saw the matter in different light, viewing the salute as 
purely a courtesy and not an official ceremony, holding it was “all right” for 
the Navy’s sister services to salute a historic naval vessel, but hardly so far 
the Navy to do so itself.

Army Ordnance Department Offered New Bomb.—The Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment now has under consideration a new type of incendiary bomb, invented by 
Mr. John W. Currell, of Washington, D. C. It was learned that the Ordnance 
Department has nothing similar to the new bomb, which weighs but two pounds 
and is 6% inches long. The new bomb, it is claimed, will pierce armor and then 
detonate with an incendiary effect. 

Mr. Currell, who has donated several inventions to the Government already, 
claims for his invention the purpose “to damage or destroy things essential to 
an enemy in war, by use of aircraft in air raids, also to cause damage and de- 
struction in cities, towns and villages and places occupied by an enemy.” 

The bomb is filled with an incendiary compound, which is ignited by a de-

R®4E ADM. EDWIN KING 
MOORE, USN, ret., died at Galen 
Hall, Atlantic City, N. J. Sept. 2, at 
the age of 84. He had been in poor 
health for several weeks, but did not 
become seriously ill until a few days 
ago, when he suffered a heart attack. 
The Admiral had lived at Galen Hall 
since the death of his wife 15 years 
ago. A sister, Mrs. Henry Loudon of 
New Brunswick, N. J., survives. 

Admiral Moore was born in George- 
town, Ohio, the son of Joseph Austin 
and Nancy King Moore. He graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1868 and 
was made an ensign the next year. 
After successive promotions he be- 
came a Rear Admiral on Sept. 7, 1908, 
while serving at the Portsmouth (N. 
H.) Navy Yard. He saw service in 
many parts of the world. He was in 
the Navy for 41 years. From 1895 to 
1897 he commanded the Patterson in 
Alaska, returning for duty at the 
Naval Academy in 1898. During the 
next two years he was master of the 
Helena, stationed in the Philippines. 

From 1902 to 1904 he served at the 
Boston Navy Yard, but in 1905 he took 
command of the flagship Chicago in 
the Pacific.’ He was a member of the 
Naval Examining and Retiring Boards 
in 1906 and 1907 and then he went to 
the Portsmouth Navy Yard and head- 
ed the staff. He was retired under the 
age limit on July 24, 1909. 

Admiral Moore married on Oct. 2, 
1877, Miss Eva Carleton, daughter of 
the late Gen. James H. Carleton, USA, 
of San Francisco.

inspection was held in the afternoon. 

“The Board was gratified at the 
marked improvement shown in the 
morale, interest displayed, the organ- 
ization and degree of skill exhibited in 
military formation work, and the high 
order of instruction imparted to per- 
sonnel. Several squadrons displayed 
considerable ingenuity in exercises in 
radio communication and in gunnery 
and bombing. It is believed that the 
improvements noted above are the ie- 
sult of the adoption of the system of 
consolidated drills. 

“The Board was favorably impress- 
ed with the maintenance of aircraft 
and the material upkeep of the bases 
in all localities, and was pleased with 
the evidences of cooperation from most 
of the communties in the way of con- 
cessions, space for hangars, etc. In 
many cases, improvements and addi- 
tions to facilities that existed during 
the previous year were noted.

ONTRACTS for new Air Corps 
equipment, involving a total ex- 

penditure of $2,571,7757.77, and covere 

ing 71 airplanes and 92 engines, were 
recently approved by the Assistant 

Secretary of War. These contracts 

were distributed among five aircraft 

and eugine manufacturers, as follows: 


The Boeing Airplane Company of 
Seattle, Wash., under a contract total- 
ing $696,324.00, is to construct for the 
Air Corps seven Bombardment aire 
planes, one designated as YB-9, one 
as Y1B-9 and five as Y1B-9A, and fure 
nish therewith spare parts, engineer- 
ing data, ete. Each of these planes is 
to be equipped with either two shielde 
ed air-cooled Pratt and Whitney “Hors 
net” G1R-1860 or two shielded geared 
liquid-cooled Curtiss G1V-1570 engines, 
The Boeing Airplane Company is the 
sole designer, developer and manufac- 
turer of this type of bombing plane. 

The Douglas Aircraft Company, Incy 
of Santa Monica, Calif., is to supply 


the Air Corps with six Observation 


airplanes, spare parts, engineeri 
data, etc., at a cost of $159,653.00, and 
eight Amphibian planes, spare parts, 
engineering data, etc., at a cost of 
$199,131.00, or a grand total cost of 
$358, 784.00. The six Observation 
planes are of the high wing monoplane 
type, five of which are to be desig- 
nated as YO-31A and one as O-31B, 
All of them will be powered with a 
shielded Curtiss G1-V1570-C engine, 
equipped for high temperature cool- 
ing. The eight Amphibian planes, 
designated as Model Y1C-21, will each 
be powered with two Wright J-6 air- 
cooled engines. The Douglas Aircraft 
Company is the designer and sole 
manufacturer of these airplanes which 
the Air Corps proposes to subject to 
service test under actual flying condi 
tions. 

For the sum of $85,480.44, the 
American Airplane and Engine Core 
poration of Farmingdale, Long Island, 
New York, will furnish the Air Corps 
with four Transport airplanes, desig- 
nated as Y1C- 24, together with spare 
parts and engineering data. This type 
of plane, which is to be powered with 
the Wright Cyclone R-1820 engine, 
was designed and developed by this 
aircraft concern, which is the sole 
manufacturer thereof. 

The Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor 
Company, Inc., Buffalo, New York, 
under a contract amounting to $704,- 
629.33, will start production work for 
the Air Corps on 46 P-6E Pursuit 
planes, and furnish therewith spare 
parts and engineering data. The P-6E 
plane is of the standard production 
type now in use by the Air Corps and 
will be powered with the Curtiss Type 
V-1570-C engine, rated at approxie 
mately 700 horsepower. 

The total of 92 type V-1570-C en- 
gines is to be procured for installation 
in the 46 Pursuit airplanes, contracted 
for as above, the excess of 46 engines 
being procured in order to provide a 
spare one for each plane. These en- 
gines will be constructed by the 
Wright Aeronautical | Corporation, 
Paterson, New Jersey, under a econ- 
tract amounting to $726,540.00, which 
also calls for the delivery of the neces 
sary spare parts.

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AJ. GEN. WILLIAM LASSITER, 
now in command of the Hawaiian 
Department, who retires for age on 
Sept. 30, will sail for the United States 
on Sept. 15. His plans for the future 
have not been announced. 

General Lassiter was born in Peters- 
burg, Va., Sept. 29, 1867. He attended 
the University School in that city for 
a period of eight years. In 1885 he was 
appointed a cadet at the United States 

ilitary Academy, West Point, N. Y., 
gone in 1889. Upon graduation 

was commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant of the 4th Artillery. With the ex- 
ception of a detail in the Inspector 
General’s Department and duty as a 
staff officer, his entire service, through 
the various grades to the rank of 
brigadier general, was in the Artil- 
lery. He completed the course at the 
Artillery School in 1894, and at the 
School of Fire for Field Artillery in 
1913. 

General Lassiter’s service has been 
with the 1st, 3rd, 4th, 5th and 6th Ar- 
tillery, and among other things in- 
cludes a tour of duty as an instructor 
of tactics at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, West Point, N. Y., serv- 
ice in the Inspector General's Depart- 
ment and duty as a member and re- 
corder of the Field Artillery Board. 

During the Spanish-American War 
he was recommended to be a brevet 
captain for gallantry in action at San- 
tiago de Cuba July 2, 1898. 

His experience outside the conti- 
nental limits of the United States has 
been unusually varied. He has served 
in the Philippine Islands three times. 
He was Inspector General of the Cu- 
ban Pacification in 1908 and 1909. In 
1910 he visited China, Japan and Ko- 
rea on leave. Together with other of- 
ficers, he attended German maneuvers 
in 1911, and on that trip abroad also 
made a study of the French and Brit- 
ish military organizations. He was a 
member of the Vera Cruz expedition, 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Fred Funston 
in 1914. In 1917 General Lassiter was 
military attache at the American Em- 
bassy in London, and later commanded 
all of the United States troops in Eng- 
land. During the World War he was 
with the American Expeditionary 
Forces. From 1923 to 1926 he com- 
manded the Panama Canal Department. 
On January 13, 1926, General Lassiter 
sailed for South America as president 
of the Plebiscitary Commission on 
Tacna-Arica. Later that same year he 
again visited Continental Europe. 

General Lassiter has also had ex- 
tended service in Washington. In 1908 
he came to Washington for a short 
tour of duty in the office of the In- 
spector General of the Army. In 1911 
he returned and served in the office 
of the Chief of Staff. In 1913, while 
in Washington, he accompanied the 
then Secretary of War, Henry L. Stim- 
son, on tours of inspection of Western 

ts. General Lassiter returned to 
Washington in 1919, and served on 
the War Department General Staff, 
acting as Deputy Chief of Staff for a 
period of two months. During the 
years 1922 and 1923 he served as As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, in charge of 
Operations and Training. 

During the World War he rose to 
the gra of major general and par- 
ticipated in the Champagne-Marne and 
the Aisne-Marne defensives and the 
St. Mihiel offensive. In the A. E. F. 
he commanded Base Section No. 3, Line 
of Communications; the 51st Artillery 
Brigade of the 26th Division; the Ar- 
tillery of the 1st Corps, 4th Corps and 
2nd Army, and the 32nd Division dur- 
ing that organization’s march to the 
Rhine. 

Since the World War General Las- 
siter has commanded the Basic School 
for Field Artillery at Camp Knox, Ky., 
the Panama Canal Department, the 6th 
Corps Area, with headquarters in Chi- 
cago, Ill.; the Philippine Department, 
the 8th Corps Area, with headquarters 
at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., and the Ha- 
vaiian Department, in which latter ca- 
pacity he now serves,

Financial Digest 


AST experience shows that the 

tail end of bear markets is usually 
marked by a long dull period of com- 
parative inactivity, according to infor- 
mation received from E. A. Pierce and 
Co. Such has been the stock market 
record in general since early Summer, 
despite a plethora of discouraging 
news of all kinds. 


Most of the industrials have moved 
within a _ relatively narrow range, 
while the utilities have shown some 
gains, evidencing, it would seem, com- 
pletion of liquidation in this group. 
The rails have provided an exception, 
representing as they do a special situ- 
ation. With such a background there 
appears some reason for the belief 
that the selective process of accumula- 
tion is under way. What cannot be 
predicted is how long this type of mar- 
ket may endure. In the absence of 
any concrete evidence of constructive 
news, the market must still be treated 
as a day to day affair.

NAVY “AIR CORPS” 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
THE need of the Navy for an air 

corps, similar in constitution to 
the Navy’s other corps, is obvious. At 
present an officer who has served in 
aviation for years may be given gei.- 
eral line duties for which he is to- 
tally unfitted by experience and train- 
ing. This is as unfair to the ex-avia- 
tor as it is to the ship’s officers who 
have to bear the additional work 
thrust upon them by an incompetent 
officer. 

The road toward a separate corps 
for the aviation establishment of the 
Navy has already been well paved— 
the Bureau of Aeronautics has been 
functioning for some time; the avia- 
tion personnel have already acquired 
an esprit de corps. I propose, then, 
that an Air Corps be established simi- 
lar to, say, the Supply Corps, with its 
own promotion list, own selection 
board and other necessary adjuncts. 
The transfer of officers from the line 
to the Air Corps could be made, as in 
effect it is at present, by a  proba- 
tionary period at an air station, fol- 
lowed by a regular transfer to the 
Corps at the completion of the proba- 
tionary course. Transferring back to 
the line in general should not be per- 
mitted, but in special cases might be 
allowed after the successful comple- 
tion of some course similar to the Gen- 
eral Line Course with a probationary 
period with the Fleet. 

The need for a separate corps is 
growing .yearly. The sea service re- 
quired before going into aviation has 
been reduced until now officers be- 
come aviators before they have ac- 
quired even a sketchy knowledge of 
line duties. And such officers as have 
had considerable line experience re- 
tain little knowledge of line duties 
after ten years in aviation. The duties 
performed by aviators aboard ship of 
a line character are at present few and 
are mainly limited to deck watches in 
port, and inasmuch as the aviation 
personnel never can be depended upon 
to be eligible for watches due to flying 
or being transferred to shore bases, 
their value to the ship for line duties 
is negligible, as any watch officer who 
has been afflicted with aviators on the 
watch list will testify. 

The only objection offered by avia- 
tion personnel to the separate corps 
idea seems to be that commanding of- 
ficers and executives of carriers shouid 
be qualified pilots or observers. This 
has the ear-marks of an excuse for 
faster and surer selection for aviavors 
and is no more justified by experience 
than was the necessity for medical of- 
ficers commanding hospital ships. In 
general, none of the recent navigatois 
of carriers were pilots, and as the 
navigator is the essential tactical of- 
ficer of a ship this would make invalid 
the claims that commanding and execu- 
tive officers should be pilots or ob- 
servers. 

The Department’s objection to ad- 
ditional corps in the Navy is that when 
men are transferred to any corps they 
lose the line point of view; this ob- 
jection dees not hold water, for who 
has ever heard of an aviator whvu had 
the line point of view?

Would Cut Funds

the Army got out of them the land 
could be put to work producing taxes 
and other things for the community 
benefit.” 

“What is your attitude toward the 
Reserves, Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps, and Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, would you curtail them?” the 
congressman was asked. 

“No, I am not in favor of reducing 
our potential Army—or our active 
Army, either. Right now we have, I 
believe, the smallest standing Army of 
any of the world powers. It is only a 
handful and is maintained as a nucleus 
and to use in case of insurrection or 
local disturbance. This nation always 
has depended upon a citizen army. We 
must keep up our ROTC and similar 
activities. 

“Through our potential army we 
should be able to marshal our strength 
virtually overnight. We surprised the 
world by the speed with which we 
raised a huge army during the last war 
and if the necessity arises we can do 
it again. 

“As for our active Regular Army, we 
have only a fraction of 1 per cent of 
our male citizenry under arms, while 
some other nations have nearly 30 per 
cent.” 

“In regard to personnel,” Mr. Wood 
added, “there is one move I am per- 
sonally in favor of, but which I don’t 
think can be accomplished yet. That 
is to get out some of our high ranking 
officers. We have a top-heavy Army, 
and furthermore we have many fine, 
capable young officers whose prospects 
in the Army are only to grow old in the 
lower ranks. I would get out, by forced 
elimination, if necessary, many of the 
higher ranking officers and thus per- 
mit the younger ones to get some ad- 
vancement. This would work for. the 
benefit of the Army and the taxpayer.” 


- Army Industrial College 

"THE Army. Industrial College opened 

its new school year on Sept. 2, with 
ceremonies in its new auditorium in 
the Munitions Building, Washington, 
D. C. The director of the school, Lt. 
Col. William A. McCain, made the in- 
troductory remarks after the invoca- 
tion by Ch. S: R. Wood. The Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, Col. Frederick 
H. Payne, addressed a few remarks to 
the new class of 52 officers and then 
the Surgeon General of the Army, Maj. 
Gen. Robert U. Patterson, made the 
principal address. 

In attendance at the opening were 
many ladies, wives of the officers, and 
among the guests were the Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Maj. Gen. George Van 
Horn Moseley; the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, Maj. Gen. John L. De Witt; the 
Chief of Engineers, Maj. Gen. Lytle 
Brown; the Chief of Infantry, Maj. 
Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua; the Chief of 
the Chemical Warfare Service, Maj. 
Gen. Harry L. Gilchrist; the Chief of 
Field Artillery, Maj. Gen. Harry G. 
Bishop; Maj. Gen. Robert Callan; Rear 
Adm. J. J. Chatham, USN, and the 
Major General Commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, Maj. Gen. Ben. H. Fuller. 

Colonel McCain, in his remarks, 
called attention to the fact that this 
year’s class is the largest the College 
has ever had, numbering 52 officers, 
of which eight are Naval officers and 
three Marine officers. He paid a grace- 
ful compliment to the ladies present 
and extended an invitation to high 
ranking officers to visit the College at 
any time and see for themselves the 
work being done. 

He spoke directly to the student of- 
ficers, saying: “Now the Assistant 
Secretary of War does not expect you 
to reach that pinnacle of the perfect 
mind. What he does ask of you is: 
that for the next ten months you di- 
vest yourselves as far as possible of 
all those partisan influences which 
naturally follow your years of service 
in the ‘Army or Navy or any branch 
or bureau thereof; to subordinate for 
the time being all your current loyal- 
ties to that one which to men of our 
profession, is supreme: the national de- 
fense in its broadest aspects. He asks 
you to get up on a high plane and look 
down on every element of our national 
structure that comes within the pur- 
view of this college; to examine them 
solely in the light of your intellectual 
integrity and then to state your con- 
clusions concisely, courteously, con- 
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| structively and without fear of anye 
body or anything.” 

Colonel McCain then introduced Col, 
Frederick H. Payne, the Assistant 
Secretary of War. Colonel Payne 
touched on the unique position the Col- 
lege holds, and remarked on the prese 
tige that it had acquirea. He also 
congratulated the officers on their ex- 
cellent records on which their selection 
for the College was based. H ethen 
told them, “Your year at the school 
should give you a broader viewpoint. 





You are closely associated with offi- 
cers from all branches. The problems 
of those branches will be your prob- 
lems. The course will include a study 
of the organizations that coordinated 
and controlled the procurement activi- 
ties of this country in 1918. For the 
first time you will probably see the part 
played by your particular branch in 
relation to the procurement program 
of the entire nation.” 

Following the remarks of Secretary 
Payne, Colonel McCain introduced 
General Patterson. He touched on the 
Medical Corps in the program of in- 
dustrial preparedness and discussed the 
origin of industrial preparedness. Gen- 
eral Patterson showed the well-laid 
plans of the German General Staff in 
the recent war, and stressed the neces- 
sity for industrial preparedness. 

He showed the need of procurement 
as a regular function, and delved into 
the National Defense Act—“assurance 
of adequate provision for industrial 
mobilization in time of war.” General 
Patterson went into the duties and 
functions of the Assistant Secretary 
of War, discussed the growth of the 
College and touched on many matters 
pertinent to industrial war plans. In 
concluding his speech, he said: 

“Gentlemen of the Class of 1932, in 








bringing my remarks to a close, al- 
though-a repetition of what I have al- 
ready said, may charge you again 
in the light of what has been accom- 
plished to think very earnestly of what 
may yet be accomplished. Let us be 
certain that by cooperation our Inds- 
trial War Plane may be so complete 


: that should our country again be con- 


fronted by a major emergency it will 
find her strong in material preparation, 
and ready to back up the man-power 
of the nation in its mission on land, at 
sea, and in the air.”
